1. Change No. 1 to Military Government Directive No. 39, 26 
October 1946, "Licensing of Business Enterprise", issued and effec- 
tive 13 June 1949, establishes an initial and renewal cherge of 
¥ 200.00 to be peid by any business licensee except that an initial 
and renewal charge of ¥ 2,000.00 will be »aid ty licensee engaging 
in a banking or insurance husiness. 


Military Government Directive No. 17, "Native Buildings", 
issued and effective 17 June 1949 on Okinawa Gunto, rescinds Military 
Government Directive No. 3, 1€ Januery 1949 and definitely prohibits 
6 native structure of any neture or for any purvose from being *uilt 
within a redius of one mile from the outside limit of any military 
erea of a hundred or more versons. Likewise, no eddition, extension, 
chenge or modification may be started within this area. A penal pro- 
vision of ¥ 10,000.00 or imorisonment for not longer than one year 
plus confiscation of all building materia!s used is also provided. 
Certain other »rovisions of Mi’itery Government Directive No. 3 of 
1€ January 1949 are also incorporated, such as 500 yard limit from 
explosive areas, 15 feet from a vetroleum oipe line, end 30 feet 
from a security fence. 


2. Southern Ryukyus Crdinence No. 1, issued and effective 16 April 
1949 provides for an area in which the inmates of the Nanseien Leper Co- 
lony may fish undisturbed’ by other fishermen. 


Southern Ryukyus Military Government Directive No. €, "Concen- 
tretion of Provisione] Government Funds", issued and effective 25 April 
1949, provides that all funds, exceot Postal Savings, of each Provi- 
sional Government in the Southern Ryukyus will be the responsibility 
of the Finance Department of that Government and will be deposited with 
the loca’ “ranch Pank of the Ryukyus. 


POLITICS 


3. During June the officials of the Okinawen Civilien Adminis- 
tration, backed by MMi'itary Government, held meetings at Naha, Itoman, 
Ishikawa, Nego, Shuri end Koza. Local speakers and members of the 
Okinewan Civilian Administration exolained to the neople the workings 
of their government.

7. In June 7,567 yerds of materiel, 74 tents, 280 softballs, 20 
softball bets, 350 mosquito nets, 14 boxes of candles, 2 cartons of 
mimeogreph paper, 1,415 besebell bets, 710 notebooks, 130 bottles of 
ink, 707 pencils, 29 boxes of soap, and 2,398 spools of thread, were 
distributed on Okinawa. In the Southern Ryukyus in June 1,328 yards 
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of material, 3,500 pencils, 9 boxes of soap and 429 spools of thread 
were distributed. One thousand three hundred and forty seven spools 
of thread were distributed in the Northern Ryukyus in June. | 


Adult Education 


8. There were 128 showings of Infornation and Education filns in 
Okinawe in June. The Mobile Unit attracted 92,600 persons, 45,078 spec- 
tetors attended the showings at fixed locations. Films show ineluded, 
World News, Science, Anerican Cities, Forest Protection, Modern Medicine, 
Labor Unions and the Story of Local Governnent. Decrease in attendance 
is due principally to rainy seasone 


In the Northern Ryukyus 16 showings of educational films attrac- 
ted approximately 13,000 persons.

9. Lectures and discussions have been continued at the Library Cen= 
ters. A staff meeting (Okinawan Chicf Librarians) was held at the Oki- 
nawa Civilian Administration Center to program and discuss activities 
for the coming yeer. At Ishikawa a lecture on health was given by the 
head doctor at Ishikawa Hospital, Okinawa. The Children's programs sche- 
duled for each center were cancelled due to typhoon "Della", 


10. The New York Times, Chicago Daily Tribune, Readers Digests (Eng= 


lish Edition), Post, Colliers, Life end Time Magazines were distributed 
according to routine program. Four-thousand Japancse Language Reader's © 
Digests were distributed throughout the Ryukyus.

ll. & totel of 136 American books were sent to the Nago Center 
Library. Threc-hundred salvage books doneted by Special Services from 
libraries in the Far East Command were received and distributed to the 
University Library end Foreign Language School Libraries. 


12. The four libraries on Okinawa reported a daily average of 448 
readers, there were 6,636 books and 4,038 magazines read in June. In 
Miyako the library réported 1,000 reeders.

13. On Okinawa 10 actors guilds with an average of 20 actors each, 
gave daily performances and 3 troupes from the Northern Ryukyus gave 
performances om Okinawae In Yacyama, Southern Ryukyus dance teams and 
theatre troupes gave 15 performances. In Miyako, Southern Ryukyus the 
Nashiro and Onago troupes performed each evening. 
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RELIGION | 


14. On Okinawa, 41 Christian churches reported 1,300 Christians 
and 19 ministers, There are 10 Buddhist Temples and 10 Buddhist priests. 
Number of members is not known, most temples were destroyed and members 
are scattered, 

15. During May in Miyako, Southern Ryukyus, 1,000 persons attended 
Christian Church ‘services’ and 400 persons attended Sunday School. In 
Yaeyama, Southern Ryukyus, 48 adults and 200 children attended Chris- 
tian Church services. 


16. In the Northern Ryukyus Prostestant services were held each Sun- 

day with an approximate’ attendance of 2,100 persons. Buddhist services 
were attended by 38,730, Shinto services were attended by 5,500. Two- 
thousand persons attended Catholic services. Services were held at the 
prison and iWakoen Leper Colony by the Buddhists. Clothes donated by 
organizations in America and Guam were distributed to 100 needy persons 
in Naze City, by the Catholics.
